Birthday on 
Balkan Front 


Pores Over Military 
Maps, Receives Felicita- 
tions of Chieftains. 


BERLIN, April 20.—(4)—Adolf 
Hitler celebrated his 52d birthday 
today in a flower and bower-fes- 
tooned railway dining car sur- 
rounded by his military leaders 
somewhere on the Balkan front 
behind his victoriously advancing 
troops. 


The fuehrer spent part of his 
celebration, described as marked 
by ‘“‘soldierly simplicity,” poring 
over military maps and receiving 
felicitations of his army, navy and 
air force chieftains. Radio an- 
nouncers at the scene said he re- 
sponded to each of the greetings 
with a word of thanks and a hand- 
shake. 


His special train was parked on 
a siding in a valley near a sta- 
tion, the broadcasters said, with 
German antiaircraft units visible 
on nearby mountain tops. 


In Berlin, where in peace times 
the event is marked by pomp and 
ceremony, the only outward sign 
was the presence of thousands of 
swastikas waving from windows.

Opposition to 
Bill on Strikes 


Expresses Belief Com- 
pulsory ‘Cooling Off 
Not Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—() 
Congressional advocates of a com- 
pulsory “cooling off” period before 
strikes could be called in defense 
industries suffered a setback to- 


day when the War Department 
declared opposition to legislation 
of that nature. 


Neve rtheless, Representative 
Vinson, Democrat, Georgia, said 
he hoped for favorable action on 
his bill providing for 25 days at- 
tempted mediation between notice 
of intention to strike and the ef- 
fective date of the walkout. His 
measure was approved last week 
by the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. 


The War Department’s views 
were made known by Chairman 
Thomas, Democrat, Utah, of the 
Senate Labor Committee. He dis- 
closed receipt of a letter from Sec- 
retary Stimson expressing disap- 
proval of a measure by Senator 
Ball, Republican, Minnesota, es- 
tablishing a 10-day waiting period 
before strikes in defense in- 
dustries. 


Stimson wrote that the War De- 
partment considered continuous 
operation of all available indus- 
trial facilities capable of produc- 
ing defense materials “so impera- 
tive” that “interruptioris caused by 
strikes and lockouts cannot at the 
present time be regarded as con- 
sistent with the public interest.” 

“It, nevertheless,” he continued, 
“is loath to recommend restricting 
legislation concerning labor rela- 
tions as long as there is hope that 
other methods of preventing in- 
terrpution to production will 
prove effective.”

Till British Get ‘Sick of Killing’ 


ATHENS, April 20.—(UP)—A young New Zealand cffi- 
cer returning wounded to Athens from the Olympus front 
told how his small unit of machinegunners and antitank 
gunners repulsed waves of attacks by German shock 
troops who used rubber boats and parachutists. 

“We thought we had an easy post, defending a pass 
flanked by mountains through which a river skirted a 
small road,” the New Zealander said. “But the Germans 
sent armored cars against us and we thought nothing of it 
until the dawn of the next day, when they launched an 
attack with the rubber boats which we could see only 
dimly in the half-light. 

“We sank one boat after another, althcugh the German 
armored cars were laying down a barrage of covering fire. 

“After two hours the river was teeming with sunken 
boats and men were swimming and clutching half-sunken 

craft, some of which went down with dead and wounded 
| aboard. . 

“After hurling a barrage of grenades we wiped them 
out and continued to hold our positions.” 

“My men got sick of the killing,” the officer added. ... 
“It was mass slaughter. We mowed down those boats as 
fast as they came, with eight men aboard each one.” 

Unable to cross the river gorge, the Germans attacked 
from the west with parachute troops, the officer continued. 

“Our positions appeared to be in danger until my cap- 
tain drew a bead on the leader with an antitank machine- 
gun. He was a six-footer and he got it square in the chest,

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“What's Ahead for America?” 


Hundreds of business leaders from all parts 
of the nation will gather in Washington for the 


twenty-ninth annual meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, to be held 
from April 28 to May 1, inclusive. 

The theme of the convention will be 
“What’s Ahead for America?” Among. the 
speakers listed on the program are Sir Gerald 
Campbell, British minister to this country; 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse H. Jones, Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall, chief of staff of the 
United States Army; Admiral Harold R. Stark, 
chief of operations of the United States Navy; 
Donald M. Nelson, director of purchases, Of- 
fice of Production Management; Senator C. 
Wayland Brooks, of Illinois. 

Those speakers should be able to present 
a comprehensive picture of America’s role 
in the world crisis now existent. If there re- 
main any among the businessmen who at- 
tend that convention, after it is over, uncon- 
vinced of the deadly peril facing this nation, 
unless we boldly take any steps needed to as- 
sure defeat of the Nazis, they will possess less 
brain ability than the average man credits 
them with. 

They will, of course, place heavy emphasis 
on the defense issues throughout the meeting. 
Any weather course would hardly be possible 
fnasmuch as there is no activity in America 
today which is not linked, directly or indi- 
rectly, with the defense and war effort. 

The businessmen will find, among other 
things, that “business as usual” is already an 
impossible slogan. The huge defense effort 
Simply cannot go on parallel with full opera- 
tion of normal peacetime industries. 

They will learn, too, that only by complete 
popular understanding of the nature of the 
world situation and by complete co-operation 
between all American groups can the nation 
retain her freedoms and guarantee her future 
independence. ‘ 

Business has ever been the leader in all 
American progress. In the present emergency 
businss must, perforce, be the leader again. 

It is upon industry and upon every man en- 
gaged in it, from the president of the largest 
company to the humblest worker in the shops, 
that the safety of the nation today depends.

The Vinson Bill 


Congressman Carl Vinson, of Georgia, has 
introduced a bill designed to solve the problem 
of strikes in defense industries. As chairman 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, Con- 
gressman Vinson first wrote his bill to apply 
to Navy contracts only, but the committee 
broadened it to apply to all defense contracts. 

Under terms of the measure a 30-day ad- 
vance notice of proposed strikes would be re- 
quired. Work would continue for that 30-day 
period, allowing time not. qnly for “cooling 
off,” but for the national mediation board to 
attempt to solve the differences between labor 
and capital. 

Not only would labor be forbidden to strike 
for that 30-day period, but management would 
likewise be forbidden either to lay off men or 
to reduce wages. 

The measure, at first consideration, appears 
wise and desirable. It does not take away the 
inherent rights either of labor or of manage- 
ment. It does, however, protect the national 
interests and provide a means by which differ- 
ences may be fairly adjudicated without inter- 
ruption to the terribly vital defense industries. 

Not only congress, but the nation as a whole, 
particularly organized labor and _ industrial 
management, should welcome this bill and 
urge its speedy enactment. 

Incidentally, it contains a clause requiring 
all workers in defense industries to make sworn 
statement they are not members either of a 
Communist organization or of the German- 
American Bund. This is only right and proper. 
Any who object to a bill as reasonable as the 
Vinson measure will thereby be suspect, as 
a matter of fact, of belonging to some such

An Important Step 

Senator Walter George, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, has introduced a measure which would au- 
thorize the President during the war emer- 
gency to purchase, requisition and take pos- 
session of foreign merchant vessels lying idle in 
American waters. 

This is an anticipated and important step 
in the American program of aid to embattled 
democracies of Europe. Ever since the intern- 
ment of the crews of Italian and German ships 
in our ports, and the taking over of Danish 
vessels, such a step has been expected. Some 
Latin-American countries, including Mexico, 
have already seized such ships in their harbors. 

Of course, use of these ships in the trans- 
Atlantic transport of war supplies will not 
solve the problem of ship sinkings. They will 
offset the Nazi sinkings for a few weeks, that 
is all. But in the critical emergency now con- 
fronting Britain and this country, every help- 
ful step must be taken, and taken quickly. 

President Roosevelt has promised a “bridge 
of ships’ across the Atlantic. These foreign 
vessels will supply, temporarily at least, one 
span of that bridge. 

They, and other ships crossing the ocean, 
must be protected, however. It is clear to 
the informed today, that the quicker the United 
States Navy is put on that job of convoy pro- 
tection, the quicker the war will be over and 
the fearful harvest of death and destruction 
brought to halt.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


FACT-FACING WASHINGTON, April 20.—The unreality of 

the national state of mind is shockingly illus- 
trated by the reactions to the news from the Mediterranean—tfirst 
mercurially cheerful, and now hysterically gloomy. Hitler has a 
great army, a powerful air force, and a brilliant general staff. Con- 
sequently anyone is living in a dream world who supposes that a 
little good news means victory, or does not expect a great deal more 
bad news before the war is over. 

At present, for example, it is quite conceivable that the tragedy 
in the Balkans will be followed by final liquidation of the entire 
In the shrewd language of 
Colonel William J. Donovan, the British commander in the Medi- 
terranean, General Sir Arshibald Wavell, “had a toehold and wanted 
to make it a foothold.” Accordingly he gambled greatly for great 
gains, sending what men he could muster into Greece, using most of 
those he had left to break the Italian hold on West Africa, and bet- 
ting that the difficulty of gathering strength in Tripoli and crossing 
te intervening desert barrier would protect Egypt from German 
attack. 

He knew it was a gamble. He described it as a gamble to Done- 
van and other American observers with whom he talked. Since he 
had good reason to hope American ships would be allowed into the 
Red sea when the Italians were cleared out of it, thus partly solving 
his crucial transport problem, his gamble was not a bad one. Unfor- 


tunately, however, the odds were too heavy against him. 


NOT A NET LOSS In the Balkans, two things happened, ac- 

cording to the best information obtainable 
here. First, London had prepared to send out a number of addi- 
tional divisions to Egypt, bringing the force destined for Greece up 
to six divisions. With six divisions, the campaign would have been 
far from hopeless, All the weak points in the main British-Greek 
line anchored on Mount Olympus could have been strongly rein- 
forced. At least one division could have been sent into Yugoslavia, 
to establish some sort of liaison with the Yugoslav army. But the 
shipping shortage prevented more than three divisions from reaching 
Greece in time. With RAF detachments and corps and base troops 
included, there were only 75,000 British troops in the Balkan penin- 
sula, when the fighting started. That was not enough, 

Then, second, General Simovitch and the other Yugoslav leaders 
had always declared they would follow a simple strategy. This was 
to withdraw their entire strength into the mountains of South 
Serbia, making their stand in easily defensible terrain and: aban- 
doning the rest of the country. But the Croatians held out against 
the Simovitch government. During the negotiations with the Croa- 


tian leader, Dr. Matchek, it was impossible to denude Croatia of 


defense. Thus the Yugoslav strategy was never carried out, and the 


Yugoslavs, being weak in the south, were cut off from the British 
and Greeks in the first days. 


Yet it is still believed here that the Yugoslavs succeeded in 


sabotaging their copper and lead mines, and blocking the Iron Gates 
of the Danube, through which Rumanian oil comes to Germany. 
And if these things alone are true, leaving out the upset of the 


German time table, the Balkan campaign was far from being a 
net loss. 


WASTED TIME The threat to Egypt and the British base in 


Alexandria, which everyone is now busily 


minimizing, is actually far more serious than the loss of the Balkan 
campaign. 


The Germans have largely surmounted the difficulty 


that was thought too great for them. A steady stream of troops was 
first sent into Tripoli from Sicily in large transport planes, which 
could carry hundreds of men daily by making several round trips. 
Mechanized materiel was simultaneously run across the straits be- 
tween Sicily and Tripoli by night, in Italian freighters, while the 
British Mediterranean fleet was busy guarding the convoys to 
Greece. There is more than a suspicion that the French also co- 
operated in this German effort, which brought three mechanized 
divisions into North Africa in a comparatively short space of time. 

Those three divisions, with one or two more recently added to 
them, have now taken the risk of crossing the desert and attacking 
Egypt. Their lines of communication are extraordinarily tenuous. 
The men captured by the British are reported to be in an advanced 
stage of exhaustion. Yet it is no use blinking the fact that Wavell 
will be hard put to it to defend Egypt with part of his force in 
Greece and most of the rest still to the southward, only just finished 
with the Italians. If he could bring up all the forces he now has in 
Somaliland and Ethiopia, he would outnumber the Germans. As 
matters stand, they heavily outnumber him. They are also near 
enough to Suez to stand fighter escorts with their bombers, thus 
permitting daylight attacks on the canal. It has been closed twice 
already by mines laid by night bombing. It will probably be closed 
again: | 

If the British restore their position in the Mediterranean, it will 
be a great victory. If they do not, it will be a very serious defeat. 
But square fact-facing in this country is much more important than 
British success or failure in the Mediterranean. The outcome of the 
war depends on the United States. By easing the shipping shortage 
alone, we had it in our power to change the Mediterranean picture. 
We failed to do so. So long as we are guilty of that sort of failure— 
so long as our effort is not all-out—bad news will continue to come. 
In the words of one of the few consistently foresighted officials in 
the administration, “Every month wasted now means six months 
more of war later.” Under the circumstances, it is hard not to feel 
that the President and the men around him have been derelict in 
their duty to bring the facts forcibly to the attention of the people.

today are the citizens of tomorrow.” It was so trite. 

I still wince. It is so true. 

The German youth will be for Hitler until the last ditch. They 
will not turn back. They will charge the guns and die with his 
name on their lips. The man’s messianic quality is greater than 
that of any other man on earth today. 

The stories they tell... True ones,.., 

The German soldier lay dying. He motioned to his jacket. They 
took from it a leather folder. In it were papers, and pictures of 
the girl he loved, and of his father and mother. They gave these 
into his hands. He shoved them away. There was one more. It 
was a picture of Hitler. 

He took it in his failing hands and looked at it. 
lighted up. He died smiling. 

Just twice I have talked with the soldiers who are honored by 
being chosen to wear the black uniform with the name “Adolf 
Hitler” stitched on the cuff.

W. J. Auten, of Omega, Ga., recalls 


Old Timer some most interesting data concerning 
the early days of baseball in Atlanta. Dr. Auten goes back 
“to ’85. He was the club doctor in ’87. 

He recalls when Atlanta had a left-handed short- 
stop in Monk Cline and also that Lou Gehrig almost 
began his professional career as a Cracker. 

Dr. Auten’s highly entertaining letter is presented 


herewith— 


‘‘Nir. Jack Troy, Sports Editor, 
“Atlanta Constitution, Atlanta, Ga. 


“Dear Sir: 

“As I read your column every morning, I saw what you had 
in it a few mornings ago about the League, or Ball Club, when 
_they played at Piedmont Park, and asked for others to write you 
about those days, also about the first Club in 1885. 

The first Southern League was organized in 1885, with the im- 
mortal Henry Grady as president. Steve Ryan was one of the 
Atlanta officials. Blondie Purcell was the manager, and Monk 
Cline, a left-hander, was the shortstop; Cub Strickler was the sec- 
ond baseman, and Denny Lyons third; Joe Gunson one of the 
catchers, Shaffer and Conroy two of the pitchers. I remember in 
85 the “big four,” as they were called, Brouthers, Richardson, Lowe, 
and I forget the other, were with Detroit, and their team played 
an exhibition game with Atlanta. 

“In ’86, the pennant depended on the last series between At- 
lanta and Savannah. There was a bunch of money bet on that 
series, and when the time came for the first game, the umpires 
failed to show up, and the Savannah crowd charged the Atlanta 
folks with smuggling them off; so, in order to play, Gunson, of 
“Atlanta, and Hank O’Day (the old League umpire later), of Sa- 
vannah, were chosen umpires. Shaffer, our best pitcher, was in 
the box and during the game, with Atlanta ahead, a dispute came 
up over a decision, and Gunson (a small but stout man) called 
O’Day a liar, and that precipitated a fight and the Savannah team 
refused to continue the game, and took the players off the field. 
“That broke up the League. In ’87, we had a semi-pro team, with 
Pap Key at third base and extra catcher and, as I was attending 
medical college, they asked me to be the club doctor. 

“When the present association was organized, they tried to get 
several Atlanta men to take the franchise but no one would take 
it, so the franchise was given to Abner Powell, of New Orleans. 
That year he played the team at Selma, Ala., and in 1902 moved 
the franchise to Atlanta and, as I had met him, he asked me to be 
‘club doctor and I continued to be ‘Doc’ Auten of the Crackers ’til 
the close of the season of 1932. One thing that happened while 
CharlivsFrank was owner and manager was the fact (not known 
by many) that Lou Gehrig came very near breaking in as a pro- 
fessional first baseman with Atlanta. When he first joined the 
New York club they had a good first baseman, and Frank arranged 
-to have him optioned to him, but before he could report to Atlanta 
their man got hurt and Lou was put on first, where he stayed ’til 
his retirement. When I started this I did not think it would be 
so long, but you know how it is when one gets to talking of old 
times. Hope it won't tire you out reading.

WPA Work Makes 


MY DAY: Camps Pleasanter 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Friday—I have been doing so many 
things the last few days, that I keep remembering happenings 
which I forgot to tell you. Last Wednesday afternoon, in Washing- 
ton, there was a meeting of the workers in the 
rural electrification program from all over the 
country. I had the pleasure of being with them 
for a few minutes and I mention it here be- 
cause, from the beginning, this program has 
seemed to me to be of such general importance 
to the rural people of our nation. 

Every time electricity is taken to some re- 
mote spot, it brings new opportunity to the 
farmer to lighten his labors. It allows him to 
accomplish more and, therefore, increases his 
buying power. 

To the woman of the house it brings relief 
from back-breaking toil, a better standard in 
home life, more time to spend with the children, and less weariness 
at the end of the day. The men and women working in this pro- 
gram are fundamentally changing our life for the better. 

Then, I forgot to tell you I was presented by Madame Espil, 
wife of the ambassador from the Argentine, with a beautiful Argen- 
tine alligator skin bag, which I am now proudly carrying. These 
are on sale in many shops throughout the United States. Perhaps 
we will buy them instead of Argentine beef! 

Last,, but not least, there is an interesting exhibit in the art 
section of WPA under Mr. Cahill. Around the walls, you may see 
the story of every type of work done by this division. You will 
be surprised to learn into how many things WPA art workers have 
delved. They are meeting many needs in the defense program 
today, and many a recreation camp will be a pleasanter spot be- 
cause of their work. 

In Buffalo yesterday morning, I saw my first two airplane 
factories, greatly expanded since the effort for defense and aid 
to Britain began. Airplanes are rolling along the assembly line 
more rapidly than I had realized, but many things enter into their 
final completion and “take off.” 

One must be sure that engines, instruments; guns and ammu- 
nition are all produced with the same rapidity. This synchronizing 
does not as yet seem to be working perfectly. I was interested to 
see old men, skilled workers of many years’ experience, working 
seam by side with young people who, in many cases, held their first 
jobs. 

These factories are running schools-to supplement the work 
already done by trade schools and NYA. They work three shifts 
and there has been a tremendous drop in both the WPA and relief 
rolls in Buffalo, N. Y¥. 

The NYA quota there is a little higher than it was in October, 
1940, but that does not mean that the boys have not been getting 
jobs, because the turnover last month was greater than ever before. 
It simply means that NYA always has a waiting list of boys and 
girls who need training. ¢

In Ethiopia 


Missionary Is Released 
After Months as Italian 
Prisoner. 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, April 
15.—(Delayed)—(#)—An Ameri- 
can missionary from Iowa was 
free today, after spending months 
behind bars as a prisoner of the 


Italians along with a handful of 
other whites and hundreds of 
blacks, who will have new oppor- 
tunities to prove their innocence. 

The missionary is gray-haired, 
bespectacled Douglas Henry, of 
Goldfield, Iowa, representative of 
the United Presbyterians, who was 
released outright by the British in 
time to spend Easter with his wife, 
son and daughter. 

He was arrested last June 10 
when Italy went to war, and his 
mission hospital and school were 
closed. He was freed three weeks 
later but on August 31, Italians 
threw him back in jail after find- 
ing in his house what he described 
as corroded, obsolete parts of a 
radio yeceiver. Two guards were 
left to watch his wife and daugh- 
ter, Mary Anne, 12. 

Henry said the Italians accused 
him of using the radio parts to 
communicate with the _ British, 
charging that he gave information 
leading to a successful raid on 
Addis Ababa airdrome when only 
one Fascist plane was there for 
defense.

Ningpo, first port captured in 
the sudden Japanese offensive, 
was one of the first Chinese ports 
opened under the Nanking treaty 
of 1842. It is 100 miles south of 
Shanghai. 

Informed quarters here said the 
Japanese appeared to be racing 
against time to close off all pos- 
sible ports of entry for Chinese 
supplies, especially those expected 
from the United States. 

They said this was one of the 
first concrete results of the Jap- 
anese-Russian neutrality pact and 
'predicted further similar opera- 
tions along the entire coast of 
China, now that Japan feels free 
to “turn her back toward Russia.” 

Chungking dispatches said the 
Chinese had advance information 
of the Chekiang operations and 
had destroyed all highways and 
railways leading to the interior,
